And Marſden ſàyth, He may not promiſe not to deale with any of her Maieſties Subiectes in matters of 
Religion: for that he comming into the Realme to perſwade the Catholique Religion, (meaning Poperie) he can not binde himſelfe not 
to doe that duetie. 

Hereby may appeare to all her Maieſties louing and true hearted Subiects, the traiterous purpoſe ot theſe two Seminary 
Pꝛieſtes, being boꝛne Subiects of the Realme, who though in generall termes and ſpeaches they ſeemed and made ſhcw to the 
Juſtices of A fliſe, oftrue and dutifull alleageance to the Queenes Maieſtie their naturall Soueraigne: yet when endeuour is 
vſed to vncouer their maſked and fayned pꝛoteſtations, they can not hide their malice and trealonable intentions, euen to their 
owne confuſions : which appearing thus manifeſtly to the Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie, hauing ſubſcribed theſe foꝛmer 
anſweres with their owne handes, whereas ſhe was much inclined vpon the repoxt of the ſayd Juſtices to affoꝛd them grace 
and pardon, if they would haue perſiſted in their foꝛmer pꝛoteſtations, finding them nowe vnwoꝛthy thereof, hath left them to
